Paul, World Cup 'psychic' octopus, 
dies in Germany 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
Paul the octopus, who shot to 
fame during this year's foot¬ 
ball World Cup for his flaw¬ 
less record in predicting 
game results, has died peace¬ 
fully in his sleep, his German 
aquarium said yesterday. 

"Management and staff at 
the Oberhausen Sea Life 
Centre were devastated to 
discover that oracle octopus 
Paul, who achieved global 
renown during the recent 
World Cup, had passed away 
overnight," the aquarium said 
in a statement. 

"He appears to have 
passed away peacefully dur¬ 
ing the night, of natural 
causes," said Sea Life man¬ 
ager Stefan Porwoll. 

"His success made him al¬ 
most a bigger story than the 
World Cup itself... We had all 
naturally grown very fond of 
him and he will be sorely 
missed." 

Paul, who was nearly 
three, beat the odds during 
the World Cup by correctly 
forecasting all eight games he 
was asked to predict, includ¬ 
ing Spain's 1-0 win over the 
Netherlands in the final. 

For the prediction, two 
boxes were lowered into the 
salty soothsayer's tank, each 
containing a mussel and the 
flags of the two opposing

teams. 

Watched by a myriad of 
reporters, Paul would head to 
one box, wrench open the lid 
and gobble the tasty morsel, 
with the box he plumped for 
being deemed the likely win¬ 
ner. 

His astonishing ability 
made him a global media 
phenomenon. His later pre¬ 
dictions were carried live on 
rolling news channels in Ger¬ 
many. 

Within two hours of his 


death, more than 250 mes¬ 
sages of condolence were 
posted on Paul's "official" 
Facebook page. 

Paul's body is now in cold 
storage while the aquarium 
decides "how best to mark his 
passing." 

"We may decide to give 
Paul his own small burial plot 
within our grounds and erect 
a modest permanent shrine," 
said Porwoll.

108 dead, 500 missing after Huge storm grounds US flights, 
tsunami hits Indonesia interrupts shipping 


JAKARTA, Inonesia (AFP) - 
At least 108 people were killed 
and hundreds are missing after 
a tsunami triggered by a pow¬ 
erful earthquake smashed into 
a remote Indonesian island 
chain, officials said yesterday. 

The 7.7-magnitude quake 
struck in the Mentawai Islands 
area west of Sumatra late 
Monday, generating waves as 
high as three metres (10 feet) 
that swept away 10 villages. 

Hendri Dori Satoko, a law¬ 
maker in the Mentawai Is¬ 
lands, told MetroTV: "Our 
latest data from the crisis cen¬ 
tre showed that 108 people 
have been killed and 502 are 
still missing." 

Disaster Management 
Agency spokesman Agolo Su- 
parto said: "Ten villages have 
been swept away by the 
tsunami." 

The missing included a 
group of Australian surfers, 
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though Australian media re¬ 
ports later suggested they had 
been found safe and well. 

Health Ministry Crisis Cen¬ 
tre head Mudjiharto said the 
Mentawai waves reached up to 
three meters high and waters 
swept as far as 600 meters in¬ 
land on South Pagai island, the 
hardest hit. 

"Eighty percent of build¬ 
ings in Muntei village have 
been damaged by the waves 
and many people are missing 
there," Mudjiharto said. 

He said medical personnel 
were on their way to the worst- 
hit areas in helicopters but res¬ 
cue efforts had been hampered 
by disruption to communica¬ 
tions in the region. 

There are no commercial 
flights to the island and travel¬ 
ling by ferry from Sumatra can 
take at least half a day. 


CHICAGO. Illinois (AFP) - 
Dangerous winds grounded 
hundreds of flights and inter¬ 
rupted shipping traffic on the 
Great Lakes yesterday as a 
massive storm system 
whipped the central United 
States and left tens of thou¬ 
sands without power. 

Some 13 tornadoes were 
reported in five states as near 
hurricane-force winds ripped 
roofs off homes, damaged 
businesses and knocked 
down trees and power lines, 
the National Weather Service 
said. 

The storm raced across 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illi¬ 
nois and Indiana in the morn¬ 
ing, then ravaged Michigan, 
Ohio and Kentucky by mid¬ 
day and was forecast to then 
strike Canada and eastern 
states later on. 


Haiti reports 25 new cholera 
deaths 


L’ARCAHAIE, Haiti (AFP) - 
Haiti reported 25 more cholera 
deaths yesterday as officials 
warned the epidemic was not 
yet over and aid groups fought 
to keep the disease out of the 
capital's putrid refugee camps. 

With 284 known deaths and 
3,612 infections, the first 
cholera outbreak in quake-hit 


Haiti in more than a century 
has stabilized in recent days 
but the situation is still grave. 

Doctors Without Borders 
(MSF), which has eight facili¬ 
ties open to cholera infections 
in Artibonite and around Port- 
au-Prince, said that despite the 
positive signs the need for vi¬ 
gilance remains. 


13 dead as Indonesia's Mount 
Merapi volcano erupts 


YOGYAKARTA, Indonesia 
(AFP) - Indonesia's Mount 
Merapi erupted three times 
yesterday, killing at least 13 
people and causing thousands 
to flee as it emitted searing 
clouds and volcanic ash. 

Twelve bodies were found 
by rescuers at a house near the 
volcano and a baby died else¬ 
where, with predictions that 
the toll was likely to rise. 


"It's really blasting up 
there," said Pat Slattery, a 
weather service spokesman. 

"It's going to blow and it's 
liable to last through tomor¬ 
row." 

The intense low-pressure 
system was reaching levels 
equivalent to a category 2 or 
3 hurricane and would likely 
set records in several states, 
Slattery said. 

Very strong winds "will 
allow the thunderstorms to 
organize into bands that will 
be capable of producing 
swaths of damaging winds 
and a few strong tornadoes," 
the weather service warned. 


"State and local emer¬ 
gency managers are monitor¬ 
ing this potentially very 
dangerous situation." 

The powerful winds 
forced some schools to close 
and snarled the morning 
commute. 

Ships headed for safe har¬ 
bor ahead of the storm which 
was predicted to kick up mas¬ 
sive waves reaching as high 
as 27 feet (eight meters) on 
Lake Superior and 12 feet 
(3.7 meters) on Lake Michi¬ 
gan. 

Flights were also 
grounded at several regional 
airports. 


Before the latest eruptions 
people living in the shadow of 
Indonesia's most active vol¬ 
cano had been warned to evac¬ 
uate or risk being killed. 

Officials said nearly 15,000 
people had ignored earlier 
evacuation orders despite sev¬ 
eral minor blasts that sent lava 
spewing down Merapi's south¬ 
ern slopes.

BERLIN (AFP) - An electric 
car drove from Munich in 
southern Germany to Berlin 
without recharging its battery 
on Tuesday, setting what or¬ 
ganisers hailed as a new 
world distance record for an 
everyday vehicle. 

The yellow and purple 
Audi A2 car took around 
seven hours to complete the 
600-kilometre (3 72-mile) 
stretch and arrived in the 
sumptuous courtyard of the 
economy ministry in Berlin 
just before 8:00am local time 
(0600 GMT). 

"If any journalists want to 
charge up their iPhones, we 
still have some electricity 
left,” quipped driver Mirko 
Hannemann, 27, as he 
stepped out of the four-door 
car to show off the battery. 

Economy Minister Rainer 
Bruederle welcomed the 
team on arrival and was even 
tempted into taking a spin 
around the courtyard, al¬ 
though not behind the wheel. 

’’They even had the heat¬ 
ing on. It really was a luxury 
journey,” Bruederle told a 
large crowd of journalists and 


photographers on a chilly 
Berlin morning. 

At a later press confer¬ 
ence, Bruederle said: ’’Wel¬ 
come to a world record. 
Before, electric cars could 
typically only go 60 or 70 
kilometres before recharging. 
This is a technological leap 
forward.” 

Car manufacturers hope 
that electric cars will grow to 
dominate the automotive in¬ 
dustry but consumers see the 
short range of the vehicles as 
a major downside. 

Japanese researchers have 
driven an experimental elec¬ 
tric car more than 1,000 kilo¬ 
metres around a track, but the 
two German firms, lekker 
Energie and DBM Energy, 
said their vehicle was the fur¬ 
thest travelled by an every¬ 
day car. 

Chancellor Angela 

Merkel’s government aims to 
have one million electric cars 
on the road by 2020, but Ger¬ 
many's car giants have been 
slow off the starting grid and 
are now scrambling to catch 
up with their Asian rivals.

Arrested in 
Armenia: 
Computer 
virus 

'mastermind* 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
authorities announced Tues¬ 
day the arrest in Armenia of 
the alleged mastermind be¬ 
hind a computer virus crime 
group whose server network 
was dismantled in the 
Netherlands a day earlier. 

”At the request of the na¬ 
tional (Dutch) prosecution 
service, a 27-year-old Ar¬ 
menian believed to be the 
brains behind the notorious 
Bredolab network, was ar¬ 
rested at the Yerevan interna¬ 
tional airport last night,” the 
prosecution service said in a 
statement in The Hague. 

Investigators said they dis¬ 
mantled a criminal network 
on Monday that had used 
computer servers in the 
Netherlands to infect at least 
30 million computers world¬ 
wide with a virus that allows 
others to obtain information 
like bank passwords from in¬ 
fected computers. 

The network was capable 
of infecting three million 
computers a month and was 
sending an estimated 3.6 bil¬ 
lion virus e-mails to users 
daily by the end of 2009. 

A total of 143 computer 
servers were disconnected in 
the Netherlands on Monday, 
the prosecuting service said. 

Since the Netherlands 
have no extradition agree¬ 
ment with Armenia, ”we are 
discussing the possibility of 
the suspect being put on trial 
there ”, prosecution 

spokesman Wim de Bruin 
told AFP. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group of online travel firms 
urged the US authorities on 
Tuesday to block Google's 
purchase of flight informa¬ 
tion company ITA Software, 
saying it would give the In¬ 
ternet titan too much control 
over the lucrative sector. 

’’Acquiring ITA Software 
would give Google control 
over the software that powers 
most of its closest rivals in 
travel search and could enable 
Google to manipulate and 
dominate the online air travel 
marketplace,” they said. 

"The end result could be 
higher travel prices, fewer 
travel choices for consumers 
and businesses, and less inno¬ 
vation in online travel 
search,” the coalition of travel 
sites and technology compa¬ 
nies said in a statement. 

Members of the 
”FairSearch.org” coalition in¬ 
clude Expedia and its brands 
Expedia.com, Hotwire and 
TripAdvisor, Farelogix Inc., 
Kayak and its brand Side- 
Step, and Sabre Holdings and 
its brand Travelocity. 

The group launched a 
website presenting their case 
at FairSearch.org. 

Google announced in July 
it was buying ITA Software, 
which powers many of the 
Web's most popular travel 
sites, for 700 million dollars 
in cash. 

Expedia chief executive 
Dara Khosrowshahi said 
’’combining Google and ITA 
— the dominant providers of 
Web search and flight search 
technology, respectively — 
raises some serious concerns 
for travelers and the online 
travel industry.” 

Thomas Barnett, a former 
US assistant attorney general 
who now serves as counsel to 


Expedia, said that the Justice 
Department needs to "thor¬ 
oughly investigate the pro¬ 
posed acquisition.” 

ITA, a 500-person firm 
based in Cambridge, Massa¬ 
chusetts, specializes in organ¬ 
izing airline data, including 
flight times, availability and 
prices. 

Its QPX flight data organ¬ 
ization tool uses algorithms 
to combine flight information 
from airlines, including pric¬ 
ing and availability, to create 
a searchable database. 

QPX software is used by 
online travel agencies and 
airlines including Alaska Air¬ 
lines, American Airlines, 
Continental Airlines, South¬ 
west Airlines, United Air¬ 
lines, US Airways, Virgin 
Atlantic Airways and others. 

Microsoft's Bing, Kayak, 
Orbitz and TripAdvisor are 
among ITA's customers. 

Andrew Silverman, a 
Google senior product man¬ 
ager, dismissed the claims 
made by FairSearch.org say¬ 
ing ”our reason for making 
this acquisition is simple: 
ITA will help us provide bet¬ 
ter results for our users.” 

"It's disappointing that a 
number of travel companies 
have today announced their 
concerns about the deal,” Sil¬ 
verman said in a blog post. 

"ITA and Google are not 
competitors so there will not 
be less choice for con¬ 
sumers,” he said, adding that 
the three most popular travel 
sites in the United States — 
Expedia, Priceline and Trav¬ 
elocity — use data provided 
by ITA's competitors. 

Silverman noted that 
Google does not plan to sell 
airline tickets directly and re¬ 
iterated that it will honor all 
of ITA's existing agreements.

Strength of cholesterol¬ 
lowering supplements 
varies widely 



Bottles of the popular choles¬ 
terol-lowering supplement 
red yeast rice almost always 
list 600 milligrams of rice as 
the sole ingredient. But dif¬ 
ferent brands of capsules 
contain widely varying 
amounts of the active ingre¬ 
dient that fights cholesterol, a 
new study suggests. 

The active ingredients in 
red yeast rice, a type of fer¬ 
mented rice, are compounds 
known as monacolins that 
slow the production of cho¬ 
lesterol in the liver. One com¬ 
pound, monacolin K, is a 
naturally occurring version of 
the prescription drug lovas- 
tatin. 

The study was conducted 
by researchers from Con- 
sumerLab.com, who ana¬ 
lyzed the ingredients of 12 
red yeast rice products that 
were bought in stores or or¬ 
dered over the Internet. (Con- 
sumerLab.com is a company 
that independently tests di¬ 
etary supplements and other 
nutritional products.) 

“Red yeast rice is certainly 
effective at lowering choles¬ 
terol and may have an impor¬ 
tant role in people who can’t 
take statins or [who] refuse to 
take statins, but there’s a lot 


of variability and potentially 
dangerous side effects,” says 
the lead author of the study, 
Ram Gordon, MD, a cardiol¬ 
ogist at Chestnut Hill Hospi¬ 
tal, in Philadelphia, and 
Abington Memorial Hospital, 
in Abington, Pa. “Until 
there’s better regulation and 
oversight, we all have to be 
very cautious in recommend¬ 
ing it to patients.” 

What’s more, one-third of 
the products contained small 
but detectable amounts of cit- 
rinin, a toxin that can cause kid¬ 
ney failure in animals, 
according to the study, which 
appears in the Archives of Inter¬ 
nal Medicine. The risk citrinin 
poses to humans isn’t clear. 

Stephen Kopecky, MD, a 
cardiologist at the Mayo 
Clinic, in Rochester, Minn., 
says that the variability seen 
in the study is “nothing new.” 
He generally discourages pa¬ 
tients from taking red yeast 
rice and other cholesterol¬ 
lowering supplements and in¬ 
stead recommends low doses 
of lovastatin. “You can get 
that for about $10 for three 
months at many of the big 
pharmacies,” he says. “It’s 
the same substance but a 
more exact amount.”

doubles 

Alzhelmers 

risk 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
People who smoke heavily in 
middle age could more than 
double their risk for 
Alzheimer's disease and other 
forms of dementia 20 years 
later, according to research 
by Finnish experts published 
in a US journal. 

It has been documented 
that smoking increases the 
risk of most diseases and 
mortality, but some studies 
have shown that smoking can 
reduce the chances of devel¬ 
oping Parkinson's disease and 
other neurodegenerative dis¬ 
eases. 

Minna Rusanen from the 
University of Eastern Finland 
and Kuopio University Hos¬ 
pital in Kuopio, Finland, an¬ 
alyzed data with colleagues 
from 21,123 members of a 
healthcare system who par¬ 
ticipated in a survey between 
1978 and 1985, when they 
were between the ages of 50 
and 60. 

Those of the patients who 
smoked more than two packs 
of cigarettes per day in their 
fifties had a very high risk of 
developing dementia and 
Alzheimer's in particular 
compared to non-smokers. 

Race and sex were not fac¬ 
tors in the study, the authors 
said. 

Smoking is a known risk 
factor for stroke, and may 
help increase the risk of vas¬ 
cular dementia in a similar 
manner, the authors wrote. 

The habit also contributes 
to oxidative stress and in¬ 
flammation, believed to be 
important in the development 
of Alzheimer's disease. 

Smoking may affect de¬ 
mentia development via vas¬ 
cular and neurodegenerative 
pathways, the authors write. 

"Our study suggests that 
heavy smoking in middle age 
increases the risk of both 
Alzheimer's disease and vas¬ 
cular dementia for men and 
women across different race 
groups. The large detrimental 
impact that smoking already 
has on public health has the 
potential to become even 
greater as the population 
worldwide ages and dementia 
prevalence increases." 

The authors said it is the 
first study that studies "the 
amount of midlife smoking 
on long-term risk of dementia 
and dementia subtypes in a 
large multiethnic cohort." 

Smoking is blamed for 
several million deaths per 
year from causes such as 
heart disease and cancer, ac¬ 
cording to background infor¬ 
mation in the article.

China reports first cases 
of South Asian superbug 


BEIJING (AFP) - China said 
Tuesday it had detected the 
nation's first three cases of a 
multi-drug resistant superbug 
that surfaced in South Asia 
and has triggered a global 
health alert, state media re¬ 
ported. 

The nation's Centre for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion said that bacteria carry¬ 
ing the NDM-1 gene were 
found in samples taken from 
two babies bom in March in 
the northern region of 
Ningxia, the official Xinhua 
news agency said. 

New Delhi metallo-lactamase-1 was also discovered in 
another sample taken from an 83-year-old man in the south¬ 
eastern province of Fujian who died of lung cancer in June, 
the report quoted Ni Daxin, an official at the CDC, as say¬ 
ing. 

The two babies have since recovered and are healthy, and 
the role of the dmg-resistant superbug in the man's death is 
still unclear, the report added. 

NDM-1 has caused global concern, and the World Health 
Organization has urged health authorities around the world 
to monitor the superbug, which was first identified last year 
in a Swedish patient admitted to hospital in India. 

It has since spread to Europe, and a Belgian man became 
the first reported fatality in August after he was infected by 
the bacteria in hospital in Pakistan where he was being 
treated for a leg injury following a car accident. 

He was repatriated to Belgium but died despite being ad¬ 
ministered colistin, a powerful antibiotic.

NAGOYA, Japan (AFP) - 
Spectacular species previ¬ 
ously unknown to the outside 
world are being discovered in 
the Amazon rainforest at a 
rate of one every three days, 
environment group WWF said 
in a report published yester¬ 
day. 

An anaconda as long as a 
limousine, a giant catfish that 
eats monkeys, a blue fanged 
spider and poisoned dart frogs 
are among the 1,220 animals 
and plants to have been found 
from 1999 to 2009, according 
to the study. 

The report was released on 
the sidelines of a United Na¬ 
tions summit in Japan that is 
being held to try to stem the 
mass extinction of species 
around the world, and the 
WWF said it highlighted why 
protecting the Amazon was so 
vital. 

"This report clearly shows 
the incredible, amazing diver¬ 
sity of life in the Amazon," 
Francisco Ruiz, head of 
WWF’s Living Amazon Initia¬ 
tive, told reporters at the 
launch. 

"But this incredible region 
is under pressure because of 
the human presence. The 
landscape is being very 
quickly transformed." 


Logging and clearing for 
agriculture uses such as cattle 
farming and palm oil planta¬ 
tions have led to 17 percent of 
the Amazon — an area twice 
the size of Spain — being de¬ 
stroyed over the past 50 years, 
according to the WWF. 

The WWF compiled the 
findings reported by scientists 
over the 10-year period to 
highlight the extent of biodi¬ 
versity loss that may be occur¬ 
ring without humans even 
knowing while the Amazon is 
being cleared. 

"It serves as a reminder of 
how much we still have to 


learn about this unique region, 
and what we could lose if we 
don't change the way we think 
about development," Ruiz 
said. 

One of the most amazing 
discoveries was a four-meter 
(13-foot) anaconda in the 
flood plains of Bolivia's 
Pando province in 2002. 

It was the first new ana¬ 
conda species identified since 
1936, and became only the 
fourth known type of that rep¬ 
tile, according to the WWF. 

There were a total of 55 
reptile species discovered, 
with others including two 


members of Elapidae — the 
most venomous snake family 
in the world that includes co¬ 
bras and taipans. 

A kaleidoscope of different 
coloured frogs were also 
found, including 24 of the 
famed poison dart variety and 
one that was translucent. 

Among the 257 types of 
fish discovered in the rivers 
and lakes of the Amazon was 
a "goliath" catfish. One of 
them found in Venezuela 
measured nearly 1.5 meters 
long and weighed 32 kilo¬ 
grams (over 70 pounds). 

Although the "goliath" cat¬ 


fish normally exists on a diet 
of other fish, some of them 
have been caught with parts of 
monkeys in their stomachs, 
according to the WWF. 

Another extraordinary 
species of catfish that was dis¬ 
covered in the Brazilian state 
of Rondonia was extremely 
small, blind and red. 

Villagers found the fish 
when they accidentally 
trapped them in buckets after 
hauling up water from a well. 

At least 500 spiders were 
also discovered, including one 
that was completely brown 
except for a pair of almost flu¬ 
orescent blue fangs. 

Thirty-nine new mammals 
were also found, including a 
pink river dolphin, seven 
types of monkey and two por¬ 
cupines. 

Among the 637 new plant 
species discovered were sun¬ 
flowers, ivy, lilies, a variety of 
pineapple and a custard apple. 

The Amazon is home to at 
least 40,000 plant species, and 
the WWF described the scale 
of diversity in some areas as 
"mind boggling". 

It said 1,000 plant species 
were documented in one 
hectare (2.5 acres) of lowland 
rainforest in Ecuador, while 
3,000 were found in a 24- 
hectare region of the Colom¬ 
bian section of the Amazon. 

As part of efforts to save 
the Amazon, the Brazilian 
government has worked with 
the WWF, the World Bank 
and other groups to establish 
protected areas of rainforest 
covering 32 million hectares 
over the past six years. 

The WWF said the protec¬ 
tion efforts, in which foreign 
governments and organisa¬ 
tions provide some of the fi¬ 
nance to help run the projects, 
should serve as a model for 
the world in how to save rain¬ 
forests.

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US expects Venezuela to 
compensate expropriated 
firm 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The United States said yes¬ 
terday it would expect 
Venezuela to properly com¬ 
pensate the local affiliate of 
the US-based glass maker 
Owens Illinois after Caracas 
said it will expropriate the 
firm. 

’’Statements are one 
thing. We’ll see what actual 
actions take place,” State 
Department spokesman 
Philip Crowley told journa¬ 
lists in response to the an¬ 
nouncement from Caracas. 

’’But we would expect 
Venezuela to provide 
prompt, adequate and effec¬ 
tive compensation for any 
expropriation of the invest¬ 
ments of Owens-Illinois in 
accordance with interna¬ 
tional law or any other pri¬ 
vate business ... present in 


Venezuela,” he added. 

Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez late Monday 
announced the expropriation 
of the local affiliate of the 
US-based firm, accusing it 
of causing environmental 
damage and exploiting its 
workers. 

Chavez added that his 
government has ”a list with 
more names” of companies 
that will be expropriated, 
but gave no further details. 

Owens Illinois Inc. is a 
leader world glass bottle 
maker with some 22,000 
workers in 21 countries. 

The US company has op¬ 
erated in Venezuela for 52 
years, and has two plants 
that make bottles and con¬ 
tainers for beer, drinks, food 
and liquor. 


Computer virus "mastermind" 
arrested in Armenia 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch authori¬ 
ties announced yesterday the 
arrest in Armenia of the al¬ 
leged mastermind behind a 
computer virus crime group 
whose server network was 
dismantled in the Nether¬ 
lands a day earlier. 

”At the request of the na¬ 
tional (Dutch) prosecution 
service, a 27-year-old Ar¬ 
menian believed to be the 
brains behind the notorious 
Bredolab network, was ar-

rested at the Yerevan interna¬ 
tional airport last night,” the 
prosecution service said in a 
statement in The Hague. 

Investigators said they dis¬ 
mantled a criminal network 
on Monday that had used 
computer servers in the 
Netherlands to infect at least 
30 million computers world¬ 
wide with a virus that allows 
others to obtain information 
like bank passwords from in¬ 
fected computers. 

The network was capable 
of infecting three million 
computers a month and was 
sending an estimated 3.6 bil¬ 
lion virus e-mails to users 
daily by the end of 2009. 

A total of 143 computer 
servers were disconnected in 
the Netherlands on Monday, 
the prosecuting service said. 

Since the Netherlands 
have no extradition agree¬ 
ment with Armenia, "we are 
discussing the possibility of 
the suspect being put on trial 
there,” prosecution spokes¬ 
man Wim de Bruin told AFP. 


European nations sink bluefin tuna 
quota reduction 


LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - 
Europe’s Mediterranean na¬ 
tions roundly rejected yester¬ 
day a proposal by the EU’s 
executive arm to slash the 
global quota for catching the 
lucrative sushi mainstay of 
bluefin tuna next year. 

Fisheries ministers meeting 
in Luxembourg made their 
position known three weeks 
ahead of an international 
meeting of fishing nations on 
bluefin tuna, a species scien¬ 
tists say is endangered.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) -

Pharmco Puerto Rico, a 
subsidiary of GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line (GSK), admitted it was 
guilty of the charges relating 
to the manufacture and distri¬ 
bution of certain adulterated 
drugs made at a now-closed 
Puerto Rico facility, the de¬ 
partment said. 

The resolution includes a 
criminal fine of 150 million 
dollars and a civil settlement 
of 600 million dollars to the

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London's fruit trees offer 
bountiful urban harvest

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
An apple tree heavy with fruit 
hangs over the road from a pri¬ 
vate garden, unnoticed by 
passers-by until fruit pickers 
start the age-old harvest ritual 
— smack in the midst of Lon¬ 
don's urban jungle. 

Brandishing a long pole, 
Rupert Kenyon stretches to get 
the apples from even the high¬ 
est branches while Marlene 
Barrett gathers them into a 
cart, to be sold or juiced. 

The city pickers' motivation 
is two-fold: partly in protest 
about tons of London fruit re¬ 
gularly left to rot, and partly 
out of environmental concern 
to promote locally-sourced 
food. And they have a wealth 
of produce to choose from in 
one of the world's greenest 
capitals, proud of its many 
parks, green spaces and private 
gardens. 

"Are those edible?" asked a 
man, intrigued, as he walked 
his dog on the leafy north Lon¬ 
don street where Kenyon and 
Barrett toiled away. 

In reply, Kenyon bit into a 


slightly dented but still shiny 
apply. 

"It has a pink flesh, it's 
pretty sour but they make nice 
red juice," he said. 

Most of the harvesters are 
volunteers but their numbers 
are swelling in London, a city 
of seven million people with a 
plentiful supply of trees — but 
many of them unnoticed by 
busy local residents. 

"There is a lot of abandoned 


fruit in the gardens. People are 
not used to eating anything that 
does not come from a shop," 
said Kenyon. 

Choosing streets at random, 
the pickers take from publicly 
accessible trees and parks or 
knock on house doors to ask 
owners of fruit-filled gardens 
if they can harvest them. 

At one house, which hid a 
tiny yard where Barrett had 
previously picked fruit, only 
the cleaning lady was home 


and would not let them in. But 
thanks to publicity in the local 
press and a word-of-mouth 
campaign, the volunteers ge¬ 
nerally receive a warm wel¬ 
come. 

The Organiclea association, 
which Barrett works for, col¬ 
lected about 30 tons of fruit 
last year — mostly apples but 
also pears, plums, figs, nuts 
and cherries. 

The fruit is sold either in 


seasonal food boxes along 
with vegetables or is pressed 
into juice. Other similar ven¬ 
tures distribute pickings to 
schools or organisations that 
work with homeless people. 

"We are not trying to claim 
all these fruits are for sale. We 
are trying more to encourage 
everyone to see what is there 
and to make use of it," Barrett 
told AFP. 

And it seems to be working. 
"We used to collect from the 
grounds of a hospital. One 
year, they said: 'We're sorry, 
we are using the fruit'," she 
said, smiling. 

Big on the pickers' agenda 
is advocatising the benefits of 
eating locally-grown food as 
the environmentally-friendly 
option. 

"We don't create the kind of 
problems that the big industry 
food system can create in 
terms of too much packaging 
and reduced nutrition because 
things have been stored for 
such a long time. And then 
there are the food miles they 
create..." she said. 

The volunteers say the Lon¬ 
don fruit is nutritious and tasty, 
and you can find varieties that 
are not stocked by major retail¬ 
ers. 

They also insist there is no 
risk of contamination by pollu¬ 
tion, a claim endorsed by fin¬ 
dings at the University of 
Sheffield in northern England 
where researchers examined 
city fruit and found it safe. 

However, many remain 
cautious, like Ahmed Iftikhar, 
a 26-year-old Pakistani who 
takes care to wash the pears he 
eats from a neighbour's tree. 

An enthusiastic picker, 
Iftikhar struggles to get all the 
pears down before they rot — 
so welcomed the harvesters 
when they offered to help dur¬ 
ing one of their rounds. 

With their long pole, the 
team got some of the hardest- 
to-reach pears from the top of 
the tree — a bumper crop from 
the "big smoke..

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Australians vying 
for a slice of Oprah 



SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Australian tour operators are 
clamouring to feature in US 
megastar Oprah Winfrey's 
December tour Down Under 
and thousands of tickets have 
been sought, the tourism mi¬ 
nister said. 

Oprah and 300 audience 
members will spend eight 
days sampling the best of 
Australia's beaches, vine¬ 
yards and shopping, taking in 
icons including Sydney Har¬ 
bour and the Great Barrier 
Reef. 

Her visit will conclude 
with a recording session of 
her hit talk show at the tem¬ 
porarily renamed Sydney 
"Oprah" House, which will 
be open to the Australian 
public via a ticket ballot. 

Tourism Minister Martin 
Ferguson said Oprah's deci¬ 
sion to bring filming of her 
final season to Australia was 
a "major endorsement" and 
was a welcome boost for the 
tourism industry as it strug¬ 
gled with the rallying local 
dollar. 

"To date there have been 
expressions of interest from 
3,000 product and service of¬ 
ferers," Ferguson told parlia¬ 


ment. 

"Thousands of Austra¬ 
lians, including many of the 
opposition side of the house, 
have sought tickets to the 
filming of the Oprah Winfrey 
Show," he added, eliciting 
hoots and jeers from MPs. 

Ferguson said tourism em¬ 
ployed almost one million 
Australians and it accounted 
for 8.3 percent of the coun¬ 
try's total exports. 

"The tourism industry at 
the moment is very chal¬ 
lenged by the strength of the 
Australian dollar," he said, 
referring to the resources- 
linked surge which saw the 
"Aussie" breach parity with 
the greenback briefly this 
month. 

"In that context the Oprah 
Winfrey show is very impor¬ 
tant." 

Oprah's show weekly at¬ 
tracted more than 40 million 
viewers in North America, a 
market Ferguson said had re¬ 
mained resilient for Aus¬ 
tralia-bound tourism despite 
the global slump. 

Tourism officials were 
swamped with offers to host 
the TV star following her an¬ 
nouncement, from rainforest 
and reef resorts to humble 
homes in Outback towns. 

Australia paid 2.3 million 
US dollars to lure the 56- 
year-old Down Under, and 
the talkshow diva hasn't ruled 
out a homestay with a "real 
Aussie" during her whirlwind 
tour. 

Winfrey was ranked the 
world's most powerful cele¬ 
brity by Forbes magazine this 
year, outclassing actress An¬ 
gelina Jolie and singer Be- 
yonce Knowles.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Left-hander Cliff Lee will be 
followed in the Texas 
Rangers’ World Series rota¬ 
tion by CJ Wilson, Colby 
Lewis and Tommy Hunter, 
manager Ron Washington 
said Monday. 

Washington had already 
confirmed Lee as the starter 
for game one against the San 
Francisco Giants on Wednes¬ 
day, when he’ll go up against 
Giants ace Tim Lincecum. 

But Washington hadn’t 
given his expected order be¬ 
yond that until arriving in 
San Francisco. 

Washington said he ex¬ 
pected Hunter to remain the 
fourth starter. 

There had been some 
thought that left-hander 
Derek Holland, who has been 


solid out of the bullpen in the 
playoffs, could start in place 
of Hunter. 

’’Holland has done a great 
job out of the bullpen,” 
Washington said. ”He can go 
against left-handers or right¬ 
handers. He fits good out of 
the bullpen.” 

Washington also said slug¬ 
ger Vladimir Guerrero, the 
Rangers’ designated hitter, 
will start in right field for 
game one. Nelson Cruz will 
move to left field and David 
Murphy and Jeff Francoeur 
will be available off the 
bench.

Bochy said the Giants

Giants, Rangers both aim 
for World Series first 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
San Francisco and Texas dis¬ 
patched powerhouse oppo¬ 
nents to set up an unlikely 
World Series showdown that 
will bring Major League 
Baseball’s crown to one town 
for the first time. 

The Rangers, based in Ar¬ 
lington in suburban Dallas, 
will be playing in the World 
Series for the first time in the 
club’s 50-year history. 

Texas, who had never 
even managed to win a post¬ 
season series until this year, 
comprehensively out-played 
the reigning champion New 
York Yankees in the Ameri¬ 
can League title series. 

A Giants team fondly de¬ 
scribed as ’’castoffs and mis¬ 
fits” by manager Bruce 
Bochy denied Philadelphia a 
third consecutive World Se¬ 
ries appearance and will now 
try to claim the club’s first 
title since 1954 - and a first 
since they moved west from 
New York in 1958. 

Thanks to the National 
League’s victory in the All- 
Star Game, the Giants will 
host game one on Wednes¬ 
day, with the series getting 
right to business with a 
mouthwatering match-up of 
stellar pitchers. 

The Rangers give the ball 
to left-hander Cliff Lee, who 
will take on San Francisco's 
Tim Lincecum. 

Lee will be pitching the 
first game of the World Se¬ 
ries for the second straight 
year, having taken the mound 
for the Phillies last year to 
launch their unsuccessful bid 
against the Yankees. 

The lanky, long-haired 
Lincecum is a two-time Cy 
Young award-winner who 
would like nothing more than 
to help take his team all the 
way in his first playoff run. 

San Francisco's last World 
Series appearance came in 
2002, when a team led by 



slugger Barry Bonds came 
within sight of victory in 
game six only to see Ana¬ 
heim rally and go on to win 
the title. 

The current Giants are 
vastly different from that 2002 
team, whose biggest name, 
Bonds, came to be vilified by 
many as a personification of 
the game's steroid era. 

”In '02, it was much differ¬ 
ent. We were defined by a 
different element, with 
power,” general manager 
Brian Sabean said. ’’We've 
distanced ourselves from 
that. It has taken a whole 
team to win a series. Pitching 
is the foundation. 

"This team is going to be 
one of the most popular 
teams in Giants history.” 

San Francisco's run to the 
World Series has been 
marked by a string of nail- 
biting victories: all four of 
the games in their first-round 
win over Atlanta were de¬ 
cided by one run, and so were 
three of the games in the se¬ 
ries win over the Phillies. 

’’Seems like every game is 


down to the wire,” said Cody 
Ross, who was named the 
NLCS Most Valuable Player 
after he was released in Au¬ 
gust by the Marlins and 
claimed off waivers by the 
Giants. "And here we are. 
We got through it. It was 
nerve-wracking. But it's well 
worth it.” 

’’This team has been tested 
all year,” manager Bochy 
said. ”We lose (game five) in 
San Francisco and everybody 
was saying, well, we're in 
trouble. ... But we found a 
way to get 'em done.” 

On paper, the Rangers 
bring baseball's top hitting 
team - with a major league¬ 
leading .276 average - to 
face a Giants pitching staff 
that produced baseball's low¬ 
est collective eamed-run av¬ 
erage of 3.36. 

But Texas, long done in 
by suspect pitching, now 
boast a formidable rotation 
themselves. 

Colby Lewis, who re¬ 
turned to the Rangers last 
winter after spending two 
seasons in Japan, dominated 
the Yankees over eight in¬ 
nings in game six of the 
ALCS, over eight innings, 
winning for the second time 
in the series. 

And the Rangers hurlers 
have had the luxury of know¬ 
ing their offense can provide 
plenty of run support. 

The Rangers outscored the 
Yankees 38-19. All four of 
their victories over New York 
were by at least five runs. 

Josh Hamilton hit four 
home runs in the ALCS and 
was intentionally walked five 
times - three in the clinching 
game. 

The ALCS Most Valuable 
Player said: ’’The chemistry 
is unbelievable, as far as in 
the clubhouse. We never take 
anything too seriously, but at 
the same time, our focus 
level is up always.”

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Wozniacki in sight of ending year 
as number one 


DOHA (AFP) - World num¬ 
ber one Caroline Wozniacki 
moved to within one win of 
the year-end top spot when 
she continued her 12-week 
hot streak at the WTA Cham¬ 
pionships here on Tuesday. 

The 20-year-old Dane out¬ 
played Elena Dementieva, 
the former Olympic cham¬ 
pion from Russia, 6-1, 6-1, 
bringing her 31st win in 33 
matches since the start of Au¬ 
gust, during which she has 
won five of her seven tourna¬ 
ments. 

Once again Wozniacki's 
rhythm, timing, and superb 
movement were again con¬ 
spicuous as she overwhelmed 
the tournament's most expe¬ 
rienced player, one who has 
qualified for the season-end 
event ten times. 

"Of course, now I'm the 
player to beat, you know, it's 
just a nice feeling," Wozni¬ 



acki said. 

"It's nice to know that I've 
done such good results that 
I'm the number one player in 
the world. That's is a fantastic 
feeling." 

Her confidence was in ev¬ 
idence from the start, when 
she broke serve immediately, 
raced to a 3-0 lead, and sig¬ 


nalled to Dementieva that 
most of the rallies could only 
be won by much graft. 

Earlier the only player ca¬ 
pable of toppling Wozniacki 
from the top spot, Vera 
Zvonareva, also won well. 

The Wimbledon and US 
Open finalist from Russia 
dropped only three games 
against Jelena Jankovic, the 
former world number one 
from Serbia, who looked well 
below par. 

Jankovic, who has been 
suffering from sinus prob¬ 
lems, sweated unusually 
heavily and, after battling 
hard in the seventh, eighth 
and ninth games but still los¬ 
ing the first set, ceased to 
present a serious challenge. 

"I finished the match but 
had a really hard time," 
Jankovic said. "There were 
moments when I felt I was 
going to give up."

Olympic chief says FIFA-type 
scandal 'impossible' 


ACAPULCO (AFP) - Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
president Jacques Rogge 
rated as impossible Tuesday 
the prospect of the IOC being 
hit by a FIFA World Cup-bid- 
ding style scandal. 

"I think that such a case of 
corruption would be impossi¬ 
ble at the IOC because we 
have adopted rules to avoid 
this type of thing," he told a 
press conference on the clos¬ 
ing day of an IOC executive 
committee meeting here. 

"But one should never say 
never," the Belgian head of 
the Olympic movement 
added. 

The IOC introduced strict 
new guidelines governing 
bidding for Olympic Games 
in the wake of the scandal 
surrounding the designation 
of Salt Lake City as host of 
the 2002 Winter Games. 

Chief among the new 


codes of conduct is a ban on 
IOC members being invited 
to visit candidate cities. 

Rogge underlined his "sol¬ 
idarity with (his) FIFA col¬ 
leagues" following claims in 
a British newspaper that two 
of its members had been in¬ 
volved in vote selling ahead 
of December's 2018 and 2022 
World Cup vote in Zurich. 

World football's governing 
body has vowed "zero toler¬ 
ance" following the reports 
and has provisionally sus- 
pensed Amos Adamu of 
Nigeria and Reynald Temarii 
representing Oceania, the two 
executive committee mem¬ 
bers named in The Sunday 
Times' expose. 

The same paper last Sun¬ 
day ran a second report with 
remarks by a former high 
ranking FIFA official sug¬ 
gesting collusion between 
bidders.
